In the wake of Friday's Damas- 
cus agreement between Syrian Pre- 
sident Hafez al Assad and Palestinian 
Liberation Organisation leader Yas- 
ser Arafat there was noticeably less 
tension in Beirut yesterday. 

But even if shells and mortar- 
bombs were no longer falling on 
rival Moslem and Christian parts 
of Beirut, there was still sniping 
and kidnapping along the dangerous 
front-line which separates them. 

A major advance will be the 
election of a new President, and the 
Phalangist radio said the single- 
chamber Parliament could meet for 
this in the middle of this week. 

No one has yet emerged as the 
single favourite among the 17 pos- 
sible candidates, but Premier Rashid 
Karami has nominated central bank 
governor Ellas Sarkis to the post. 

The decree signed yesterday by 
President Franjieh amends the con- 
stitution to enable the chamber to 
elect a new head of state before 
the expiry of Franjieh’s six-year 
term next September. Normally the 
election can only take place in the 
last two months of a President’s 
six-year term. 

Franjieh signed the amendment 
exactly one week after it was ap- 
Proved unanimously by the 90 depu- 
ties out of 98 who attended a sess- 
jon held specially. 

The Damascus agreement, which 
has been welcomed by all except 
the radical Palestinian “rejection 
front,” calls for joint Lebanese-Pal- 
estinian-Syrian efforts to enforce 
the cease-fire.

TEL AVIV.—The Cabinet is ex- 
pected to decide today to give all 
civil servants a 25 per cent wage 
increase this year and another 2.5 
per cent next year. At the same 
time, “specific allowances” paid to 
20,000 of the civil servants will be 


gradually abolished. 


The Cabinet decigion will be fol- 
lowed by negotiations with the 
‘Histadrut. 


‘The amount of the wage in- 
crease, and “absorption” of the 
specific allowances in two years, 
appear to have been settled already. 
The Alignment’s resolutions com- 
mittee, whose decisions bind party 
representatives in the Government 
and ‘in the Histadrut, had decided 
on the matter last week. But the 
parties still have to negotiate 
details. 

The Treasury wanted to com- 
plete negotlations this week, before 
the deadline for preparing April's 
payehecks. But the Histadrut 
Spokesman said that the Central 
Committee wilt discuss the new 
wage agreement next Sunday—too 
Yate to programme computers for 
the paychecks due May 2. 

The Histadrut has been stalling, 
in an apparent attempt to avert a 
strike by thousands of civil ser- 
vants. The 20,000 employees who 
receive the allowances threatened 
to strike if their perks are cut. 
The other 42,000 civil servants 
threatened sanctions unless they 
get equal pay to that received by 
the “haves” in the same grades, 
The “have-nots" will meet tomor- 
row to plan the sanctions they will 
apply starting next Sunday. 

Meanwhile, both those who re- 
ceive the allowances and those who 
do not have been discussing ways 
of cooperating. A leader of the group 
which does not get allowances said 
there were good prospects of co- 
ordinating action with the Com- 
munication Ministry workers who 
get the specific allowances. 

Prof. Haim SBarkai, who headed 
the committee which examined the 
issue of specific allowances, sharply 
attacked the Alignment’s resolutions 
committee compromise on Friday, 
acco: to a report in “Davar,” 
Barkai said.the compromise, despite 
8. prior commitment by both the 
Government and the Histadrat, is 
in direct opposition to the recom- 
mendations of his committee, despite 
the prior commitment by both the 
Government and the Histadrut to 
implement these recommendations. 

Moreover, Barkai reportedly said, 
the wage increase to the civil ser- 
vants is in contradiction to the 
country’s economic needs and the 
policy of freezing service employees’ 
wages at their present level. It alsa 
puts the fie to the Histadrut’s de- 
clared policy of preference for in- 
dustrial workers, since it means 
service workers will get higher pay.

Emunim expect 50,000 for march

TEL AVIV. — Gush Emunim ex- 
pects 50,000 people to participate 
in a two-day march from Beit Ei to 
Jericho, beginning this morning. 

The “Eretz Yisrael March” is, m 
fact, a demonstration against re- 
turning the West Bank to Arabs, 
and in support of Jewish settlement 
there. 

It is timed to Influence a Gov- 
ernment debate, scheduled to be 
held in two or.three weeks, on set- 
tlement in the West Bank. 

The march is also intended to 
demonstrate support for the de- 
mand of some 300 people to settle 
in Jericho. Gush Emunim fears 
that U.S.-Jordanian negotiations will 
result in pressure on Israel to re- 
turn that area under an interim 
agreement. 

A similar march last year had 
brought 20,000 to 30,000 supporters 
to the old railway station near 


Sebastia, backing the demand of 
the Eilon Moreh group to settle 
there. That group is now in Camp 
Kaddum. 

The marchers today are expected 
to walk the 18 km. from Beit El 
(north of Ramallah) to a camping 
site at Kochav Hashahar. Tomorrow 
they will complete the remaining 
14 km. to Jericho. 

They will carry flags and slogans 
proclaiming their attachment to the 
Jand, and will pass near the Mosiem 
villages of Yabrud and Kfar Malik. 

Gush Emunim leaders claimed the 
march should not be seen by Arabs 
as provocation. Gershon Shafat a 
spokesman, told foreign correspon- 
dents: ‘We come to march in peace 
and we won’t take away any land.” 

But, speaking to Israeli reporters, 
Hanan Porat — one of the move- 
ment’s leaders — said that large- 
scale Jewish presence will bring it 
home to Arabs that “it’s the Jews’

He added, moreover, 
that Italian Foreign Ministry of- 
ficials in Rome had not attempted 
any such verbal juggling, but had 
in effect confirmed the Israeli read- 
ing and told the Israeli ambassador 
that this was Italy's sincere posi- 
tion — and had been for some time 
past.

Car is Israel’s major air polluter

HAIFA. — Traffic on highways and 
οἷν streets is the largest single 
contributor to air pollution in Is- 
rael, aS in other industrialized 
countries. This from a cal- 


culation of air-pollutant quantities. 


{EPEC) here, 2 private consulting 
firm specializing in air, water, and 
nose-poillution problems. It shows 
that motor vehicles of all types ac- 
count for 55.1 per cent of all the 
air-poHutants derived from ‘the use 
of fuels. 

Cars, for instance, emitted 268,325 
metric toms of the particularly 
noxious and potentially poisonous 
carbon monoxide into the air dur- 
ing the year. EPEC manager Moshe 
Ne’eman, a former Fuel Commis- 
sioner at the Finance 1 OX- 
plained that this and other 
in his table of pollutant-volumes 
show only absolute magnitudes, not 
the concentrations im any specific 
area. But “the figures give an idea 
of the inventory of pollutants de- 
rived from petroleum consumption 
and contributed by the various 
branches of the economy,” Dr. 
Ne’eman stated. 

As in other countries, the most 
problematical concentration is that 
of carbon monoxide in city streets 
—— because it emanates from com- 
bustion engines at street level In 
the maim streets of towns all over 
the industrialized world, traffic is 
dense at least during some hours 
of the day. The multi-storey houses 
lining the streets tend to turn them 
into canyons and slow down the 
movement of air and thus the dis- 
persal of the poisonous fumes. 

Dr. Ne'eman adds that 1974 was 
even worse than 1975 with regard 
to carbon-monoxide pollution. In 
that -year traffic produced 58.5 per 
cent of all petroleum-based pollu- 


tion of the air. The sHght drop last 
year was due to a slight fail in the 
consumption of petrol — which Is 
however going up again this year, 
despite the higher prices. 

Cars also emit hydrocarbons less 
toxic than carbon monoxide, but 
they contribute littl of another 
major air-pollutant, sulphur dioxide 
{only 2.9 per cent). The largest 
single sources of this are er- 


- stations (61.9 per cent), followed 


by industry (34 per cent). 
“It.should be noted,” Dr. Ne’eman 
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said, “that the power stations and 

most of the industrial plants release 

their pollutants at a high altitude.

MOSCOW. — Nobel Peace Laure- 
ate Andrei Sakharov and his wife 
admitted on Friday they hit Soviet 
policemen during a trial in Omsk 
and said they thought it justified 
that they stand trial In that -way, 
the couple said in an interview 
shortly after returning to Moscow, 
“serious violations of the law, which 
led to this particular incident, would 
‘be voiced." 

The official Tass news agency 

said that the Sakharovs had been 
warned by police that they have 
violated Soviet law and “could be 
drought to court” for hooliganism. 
Hooliganism is a recognized crim- 
inal offense in the Soviet Union, 
and if it involves resisting a repre- 
sentative of authority, the maximum 
sentence is five years imprison- 
ment. 
In the interview Yelena Sakharov 
said she was beaten and shoved by 
policemen inside the courthouse 
shortly before a friend, Mustafa 
Djemilev, was sentenced to 234 
years in a labour camp for anti- 
Soviet activity. Contrary to a re- 
port on Thursday, the 54-year-old 
nuclear physicist said only his wife, 
and not he, was beaten, 

Sakharov, champion of human 
rights who won last year's Nobel 
Peace prize, said he signed a state- 
ment for police in Omsk admitting 
he bit a policeman in the face. 

Mrs. Sakharov said she still had 
pain from the encounter with police 
but otherwise they were both all 
right. 

They gave the following version 
of their experience: “On Wednes- 
day they flew out to the Siberian 
city, 2,300 kms, east of Moscow, to 
attend the trial of Djamilev. 

When the Sekharovs got to the 
court building in Omsk, they found 
scores of uniformed police and 
plainclothesmen blocking their en- 
trance. These men ignored protests 
by the Sakharovs and others that 
trials are supposed to be open, ac-

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Safest place in Lebanon today 
is area bordering on Israel - 


WASHINGTON. — The safest place in Lebanon these 
days is the normally super-sensitlve border area op- 
posite Israel —- if a drive along almost its entire 
88 kms. length is an accurate yardstick, “Washington 
correspondent Jonathan C. Randal reported 


Fost” 
from Addaisse, Lebanon on Friday. 


“Not a single weapon, in fact, was sighted — δὲ 
least on the Lebanese side of the frontier — in a 
day-long drive south of the Litani River. 

That is the roughly east-to-west natural barrier in 
southern Lebanon — about 23 kms. deep — which is 
reputed to be ihe Israelis’ “red line” beyond which 
they will tolerate no Syrian army presence. 

But if conversations along the ‘border area are to 
be believed, the Israelis would be hard put to fied 
the Lebanese army or the Palestinian terrorists, much 
less any Syrian soldiers, Randal reported.

Javits: Sadat 
is seeking 
M.E. peace 


CAIRO, — U.S. Sen. Jacob K. Javits 
(Republican — New York) said yes- 
terday he believes President Anwar 
Sadat is “diligently seeking” peace 
between the Arabs and Israel. 
Javits, on a three-day visit to 
Egypt as part of a Middle East 
tour, spoke to reporters following a 
75-minute meeting with Sadat. 
Javits is known to be one of Israel’s 
staunchest supporters in the Senate. 


Asked whether he felt there had 
been a change in Egypt's attitude 
toward Israel in recent years, 
Javits said, “I believe that Presi- 
dent Sadat is diligently seeking to 
bring conditions of peace to the 
area. because he feels it is absolute- 
ly essential to his country. There 
a the same views on the Israeli 

le.” 


Javits, who arrived on Friday, is 
scheduled to go to Israel tomorrow. 

Asked whether the planned to 
contact any Palestinian representa- 
tives during the fact-finding tour, 
Javits said, “I have no plans to 
meet any Palestinian leaders at this 
time and I don’t expect to make 
any.” 

He said, however, this would not 
prevent him from gathering any 
information aboirt the Palestinians, 
their leadership and “anything that 
will enable me to be 2 better friend 
of peace.” 

Javits said his talks with Sadat 
covered “a broad range of Middle 
Hast issues” including inter-Arab 
relations, the Arab attitude toward 
Israel and prospects of further 
peace moves as well as BHgypt's 
economic future. 

“President Sadat was very forth- 
coming and frank in divulging his 
feelings and thoughts in response 
to my statement that I was here 
to Ὅ6 helpful in every way I can 
toward peace in the area,” Javits 
sald. “It was tremendously con- 
structive to me to have the views 
of President Sadat.”

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The writing on the wall 


LAST WEEK’S decision of the Alignment’s coordinating com- 
mittee to renege on earlier commitments to implement the re- 
commendations of the Barkai Committee is yet another example 
of inconsistency besetting the makers of the country's econo- 
mic policy. The Alignment committee decided to attempt to 
bridge the gap between those Civil Servants who had been 
awarded spurious specific allowances and those who were not, 
by gradually increasing the pay of the latter over the next 
two years, rather than by reducing the allowances of the for- 
mer within six months, as recommended by the Barkai Com- 
mittee. 

The main cause for criticism of this business-and-politics- 
as-usual decision by the Alignment’s Economic Ministers and 
by its heads in the Histadrut and the Knesset is that it com~ 
pounds the confusion of the public as to our true economic 
situation. Finance Minister Yehoshua Rabinowitz has for some 
time sought to speak clearly to the nation concerning the in- 
creasing warning signs of an impending economic crisis of 
significant proportions. And yet, last Tuesday the entire eco- 
nomic leadership of the country’s ruling party, including Mr. 
Rabinowitz, voted for a policy which clearly contradicts this 
view aud chooses to ignore its dire implications. 

The Barkai Committee was set up last fall by the Treasury 
and the Histadrut because its heads were already at a loss as 
to how to extricate themselves from their predicament. Extend- 
ing the specific allowances that had been granted to about one- 
third of the Civil Service over the previous five years to all 
the employees would have meant adding an intolerable burden 
to an already over-strained budget — and this even before 
there were any intimations of difficulties with the level of pro- 
mised American aid. It was felt that a committee comprising 
prestigious academic economists could lend the sense of legiti- 
macy and urgency needed for the tough decisions which every- 
one knew had to be taken. This being the case, Prof. Barkai 
and the other members of the committee were astute enough 
to demand, and receive, what seemed to be an air-tight promise 
from Messrs. Rabinowitz and Meshel to implement all the 
committee’s recommendations. 

Thus, not only does last Tuesday's decision go against the 
dictates of economic common sense, it also constitutes a dis- 
graceful reneging on a clear commitment to the committee. 
The effect of such behaviour on the future willingness of ob- 
jective economists and academics to lend their prestige to offi- 
cial committees does not need to be spelled out. Coming in the 
wake of the recent resignations of Prof. Michael Bruno as 
Treasury adviser and of Income Tax Commissioner Mann, this 
last decision adds to the writing on the wall for the country’s 
economic leadership. 

The Treasury's most essential asset at a time of mounting 
economic crisis is its credibility, and this last example of shirk- 
ing from a difficult and unpopular duty can hardly be said to 
sustain it. 

It is obvious that the Alignment's economic heads gave in in 
their desire to avoid labour trouble at all costs, using their 
conventional wisdom which taught them that in the past these 


costs were, in fact, always met. The country’s most prestigious ἡ 


economists have been predicting impending economic catas- 
trophe for close to two decades. Their predictions have always 
been confounded by finance ministers who were superhumanly 
adroit in finding new sources of financial aid from abroad. 
But it is extremely dangerous to continue to foster the illusion 
that these magical performances can continue. 

They will not, for the simple reason that since 1973 the 
magnitude of Israel's essential needs for military and economic 
aid has outstripped any imaginable sources of further aid. The 
message of the writing on the wall is that we will have to 
begin learning to solve our domestic economic problems from 
our own internal resources. Tuesday's decision will bring the 
day of reckoning only nearer.

In courage les 
our salvation 


THE ALIGNMENT leaders and not 
least Mr. Rabin have been trying to 
put in us the fear of “confrontation” 
with the United States. This is a 
frightening word, and I propose that 
we should not frighten ourselves 
with words. We should stand stead- 
fast and with honour upon our rights. 
That is not “confrontation.” ere 
are influential circles in the U.S. to 
whom we can turn in the confident 
hope that we will get a sympathetic 
hearing. 

And if the American ambassador 
with the fighting spirit warns us 
against what he terms ‘‘inflex- 
ibility," and which may arouse anti- 
Israel feeling, or even generate an 
anti-Jewish backlash, he should 
ponder whether he too has not failed 
in his choice of words. Mr. Toon 
should be aware that we are not 
cringing Jews, elther here or there; 
and he who threatens us with a hint 
of anti-Semitism, be he a Minister of 
Jewish extraction or a Gentile am- 
bassador, will not find glory along 
this path. 


On the status of Jerusalem. 
however, it might be worthwhile to 
seek a “confrontation’’. Mr. Scran- 
ton and those who publicly admitted 
having written his speech do not 
recognize the annexation of the Old 
City and East Jerusalem. Our reply 
should be that there was no ‘‘annex- 
ation.’* One annexes foreign 
territory — Austria's annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzogovina before 
World War I, for example, or for that 
Matter Britain's annexation of 
Cyprus after Turkey entered the war 
on the side of Germany and Austria. 
The official document published in 
London, in November 1914, if I am 
not mistaken, states that it appears 
favourable to His Majesty King 
George V to annex the island of 
Cyprus under the Crown. And thus, 
Cyprus was annexed — swiftly and 
smoothly. When the French, 
however, took back Alsace-Lorraine 
which had been transferred to Ger- 
many in 1870-71, they studiously 
avoided the word annexation. They 
wished it set forth in the Treaty of 
Versailles that Alsace-Lorraine had 
been returned to the French 
homeland to correct an injustice 
perpetrated by the Germans. 

What is so different between 
Alsace-Lorraine and its history from 
the time of Louis XTV to that of Louis 
Bonaparte or Napoleon III and 
Jerusalem with its history from the 
time of King David to the present 
day? Annexation, indeed! 
Jerusalem was liberated and will re- 
main a city that was joined together 
once again. The trouble is that it is 
not only Scranton and his speech 
writer that speak of annexation 
(which in their eyes is illegal); no 
one less than the Prime Minister of 
Israel has proclaimed the “‘annex- 
ation’ of Jerusalem (which in his 
view is justified). 


THAT IS NOT ALL. According to the 
Government's reply to the Scranton 
speech, only Jerusalem was 
liberated whereas Judea and 
Samaria are “‘occupied."’ From the 
aspect of legal rights, what 
difference is there between 
Jerusalem and Bethlehem or Kiryat 
Arba-Hebron? Is it not the same 
land, and the same right, or, G-d for- 
bid the same denial of that right? 
The same law applying to liberated 
Jerusalem can be applied positively 
to Judea and Samaria, but the 
reverse is also true. The laws per- 
taining to “occupied” Judea and 
Samaria can be enacted negatively 
upon Jerusalem. If Jericho is '‘oc- 
cupied," why should Ramat Eshkol

not be declared:to be the same? No 
separation of our right to the two of 
them can be tolerated. 

But let us return to the “confron- 
tation” with the U.S. Our right to 
Jerusalem, Judea, and Samaria, 
which is in fact linked with our 
security and with the real possibility 
of achieving peace, is vital and well 
worth a confrontation. A campaign 
conducted on that issue could well be 
successful. But Mr. Rabin, he and no 
other, has drawn us intoa confronta- 
tion with the U.S. Government — 
over what? Over a sum of money, or 
who said what, or who is being 
precise and who is distorting! Indeed 
@ paradox. Those who warned us 
against a confrontation with 
Washington, and attempted to make 
us fearful of it. have done it 
themselves — and over a trifle. 

On every unwerrented occasion, 
Mr. Rabin stubbornly argues that 
Israel ‘‘profited’’ from the second 
withdrawal in the south. One of his 
proofs of this is no doubt the “‘reduc- 
tion” of the Egyptian armed forces 
by 300,000 soldiers, but there is no 
substance to this argument, and its 
repetition can only harm us. 

Another proof of clear profit is 
without doubt the split between 
Egypt and the Soviet Union and 
Egypt's closer ties to the West, es- 
pecially the U.S. But is this really to 
our benefit? 

From the armaments aspect, the 
Arab world today may be divided 
into two main camps, Syria, Iraq, 
Libya, and Algeria are receiving 
arms-on a gigantic scale from the 
Soviet Union. To that we may now 
add, especially with regard to Libya, 
the ever-growing arsenal to these 
enemies of Israel being supplied by 
France. The second camp comprises 
Saudi Arabia, Jordan. and the Gulf 
States, which are receiving 
sophisticated weapons, also in huge 
quantities, Britain, France, and 
even Italy are not standing on the 
sidelines when it comes to supplying 
these countries. Egypt must now be 
added to this group, its mighty 
stockpile of Soviet arms augmented 
by French, British and American 
weapons. 

Dr. Kissinger once more reiterates 
that the U.S. will not be the main 
supplier of arms to Egypt — but one 
must always bend an attentive ear to 
the nuances of the Secretary of 
State. Main supplier — no, but 
supplier — yes. If the U.S. is 
prepared to become a supplier , this 
means quantities large enough to 
cause us concern about the future. 
The Secretary of State inserted an 
additional reservation. He argued 
that in addition to the logistically im- 
portant heavy transport aircraft, 
the U.S. will supply Egypt with non- 
destructive weapons. 

But every thinking person un- 
derstands that these arms are most 
vital for the operation of the destruc- 
tive weapons. This means in effect 
that from the armaments point of 
view the two Arab camps will benefit 


from both worlds. The two super-| 
powers will supply them with all 
types of modern weapons in ever- 
growing quantities. Has our situa- 


creased, even in the near future? 


IN VIEW OF the serious internal ani 
external developments of the past 
two weeks, we have once more come;

If this is the impression obtained 
by an honoured Jewish visitor, what 
can we expect of non-Jews, whether 
friends or enemies. Confidence iaal 
been lost and prestige has reached a| 
low ebb. This is without doubt the! 
decisive factor in what has been 
happening throughout the various) 
sectors of Eretz Yisrael. 

Entanglement is not policy: ‘‘this 
is what you sald," ‘no, I didn’t."" We 
must remember what the essence of 
the campaign is. It is not about 
secondary questions or side issues. 
We must stand fast, not with angry 
outbursts but with equanamity, not 
with doubt but with belief. And 
once more: faith in the justice of our 
cause Is in itself a source of strength, 
while its absence creates weakness. 

Not from afar and not from books, 
but from immediate experience we 
have learned that fear brought us to 
the abyss and nearly annihilated us. 
But with courage we arose and rais- 
ed ourselves up from the bloody 
depths, That is the lesson to be learn- 
ed today. Our enemies are on the 
offensive, and we cannot deny that 
their political and propaganda offen- 
sive is bringing them successes that 
should not be treated carelessly. We 
can overcome them by counter- 
attacking. But a precondition for 
success is a leadership that can 
maintain national and international 
preatige and possessing internal and 
external credibility. 

The Government must take 
“daring” isions, so our 
vociferous doves demand. And in 
their view, what are those decisions? 
To evict the settlers of Elon Moreh. 
The present Foreign Minister and 
his predecessor have said that that 
would be a courageous decision. To 
proclaim our readiness to hand back 
Judea and Samaria — here we have 
the courage to decide. But if the 
word -‘‘adventure’’ has any real 
Meaning this would be a bloody 
adventure of which there has neve: 
been one more dreadful. : 

There are stilleight years left until 
1984, the symbolic year of George 
Orwell. By then, we shall prove, with 
G-d's will, that there is another 
courage, true and wise, which is not 
only vital for ensuring the future of 
the nation, but also feasible.

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Sonnenfeldt explain 
his ‘doctrine’ — 


WASHINGTON. — 
Presidential! aspirant Ranald 
Reagen charged tira weeks ago that 
a “Sonnenfeldt Doctrine” existed, 
State Department Counsellor Helmut 
C. Sonnenfeldt, he said, had told an 
assembly of European-based U.S. 
ambassadors last December that the 
captive nations of Eastern Europe 
should accept their fate and become 
part of the Soviet Union. Last Mon- 
day, Sonnenfeldt testified before the 
House Subcommittee on Inter- 
national Security and Scientific Af- 
fairs, and the following are 
highlights from his testimony, os 
reloased by the USIS: 


MR. SONNENFELDT SAID he 
wanted ‘‘to affirm in the clearest 
possible terms that we support the 
independence, national sovercignty 
and identity and autonomy of ail the 
peoples and countries of Central and 
Eastern Europe...I emphatically do 
not advocate Soviet domination or 
subjugation of the countries of 
Eastern Europe."" 

Referring to his presentation,to 
American ambassadors in London 
last December on which a controver- 
sial summary was based, 
Sonnenfeldt sald, “My remarks did 
not contain even a whiff of an im- 
plication that we should help the 
Russians solidify their rule." 

He said that press accounts had 
created ‘‘a grossly misleading im- 
pression conveyed to millions of 
Americans whose ancestors came 
from this part of the world as well as 
to peoples in that part of the world." 

He described U.S. policy toward 
Eastern Europe as encouraging 
‘normal relations,” which he said 
meant independence, sovereignty 
and autonomy. As part of the policy 
the U.S. was working to get “the 
Soviet Union to accept the national 
aspirations of the countries in- 
volved.” 


RESPONSE to a question about 
possible indigenous uprisings in the 
area, he said, ‘‘We do not advocate 
such uprisings, because they would 
be unreasonable. 

“Where our hope for the future 
lies,*" he said, "18 in normai 
evolution."

FIERCE FIGHTING 
RAGES IN BEIRUT 


BEIRUT. — Fierce fighting raged 
between leftist Moslem and right- 
wing Christian private armies yes- 
terday, Easter Sunday, despite a 
Syrian-Palestinian call for a truce 
to end the year-old civil war. Both 
warring sides announced readiness 
to adhere to the proposed truce. 
But their militiamen stepped up 
mortar and machineguo fighting in 
Beirut and nearby mountain towns. 

Two Syrian officers were expected 
in Beirut soon to join a three-power 
truce supervision committee to im- 
plement a cease-fire accord arrang- 
ed by Syrian President ‘Hafez Assad 
and PLO chief Yasser Arafat. The 
projected committee is to include 
representatives of Lebanon's Moslem 
and Christian groups, Syria and 
Arafat's PLO. 

Moslem officials said Christian 
President Suleiman Franjieh was 
hesitating to make public his will- 
ingness to resign six months before 
his term expires. Premier Rashid 
Karami said on Saturday thet Fran- 
jieh signed a constitutional amend- 
ment permitting immediate election 
of a new president. 


But a cabinet minister said yes--' 


terday Franjieh had signed the 
amendment, but left the date space 
blank. The President, he said, was to 
confer with the Maronite Christian 
Patriarch before adding 2 date to 
the signed amendment. The docu- 
ment is then to be submitted to 
Parliament Speaker Kamel Assaad, 
he added, 

Despite Franjieh's reluctance, As- 
saad went ahead with plans to 
convene a parliament segsion some- 


time next week to elect Franjleh's 
replacement. ᾿ 

Moslem leftists have ‘been demand- . 
ing Franjieh’s resignation along’ - 
with political and economic reforms 
as a condition for settlement with 
the country’s 40 per cent Christian 
minority. F 

Leftist leaders accused Franjieh : 
of “procrastinating to stay on as 
President as long as he can.” They 
blamed him for the mounting fight- - 
ing in Beirut and mountain resort - 
towns. 

“The proposed cease-fire has 
snarled over how and who is to 
implement it," a security official - 
said. “The warring sides are await- 
ing some volunteer to serve as go- 
between and reconcile different | 
views on ways of implementing the - 
cease-fire.” 

The Syrian officers and, possibly, 
a special envoy from Damascus are 
to handle this mediation. Palestin- 
jans in Damascus say Syrian sol- 
diers wil] help police the truce. 

Intermittent mortar, rocket and 
machinegun fighting gripped the 
‘capital and mountainous enclaves. 
Police said 105 persons were killed 
and 147 wounded. Most were hit 
by mortar fire, but about 40 were 
victims of snipers who shoot at 
pedestrians, police said. 

In Beirut, fierce fighting ‘broke 
out between the Mosiem-inbabited 
western section of the city and the 
Christlan enclaves in the eastern 
part of the city. The two sides 
traded rockets and mortar shells.

The Knesset Finance Committee 
will recommend a state guarantee 
in the amount of IL200m. for a 
linked loan to the Egged bus co- 
Operative, if the Egged executive 
agrees this week to accept and 
impiement the Golomb Committee's 
Proposal that the coop sell its Mifa- 
leit Tahanot enterprises. 

This consensus was reached yes- 
terday at a meeting between Coali- 
tion men on the Knesset Finance 
Committee, Tranport Minister Gad 
Ya'acobi, Treasury Director-General 
Arnon Gafny, and the Government 
representative on the Egged execu- 
tive, Ramon Harel. 

Egged needs this IL200m. urgent- 
ly — half of it before the end of 
April and the other half before 
the end of May — to pay debts 
which cannot be deferred any long- 
er. The loan would be considered 
as interim financing until the 
Mifalel Tahanot enterprises, mainly 
bus stations, are sold. 

The Golomb Committee, set up to 
suggest ways of getting Egged out 
of the red, said it was immaterial 
whether the Government, or private 
investors, or a combination of the 
two, purchased the Egged affillate’s 
enterprises. 

The Coalition men on the Finance 
Committee were also told that Eg- 
ged’s current operational deficit was 
IL8m. monthly. The Transport Min- 
istry plans to eliminate this deficit 
partly by fare increases to bring 
in 4m. monthly and the rest by 
a IL4m. cut in Egged members’ 
income. The idea is not to reduce 
the salary element of their income, 
but the capital gains element, called 
“mimshak” in the coop’s jargon, 

The ILdm. fare increase suggested 
by the Golomb Committee would 
send the cost of tickets up “by an 
insignificant proportion,” according 
to one man on the Finance Com-

Ya’acobi reportedly wanted to

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Police battle Basques 
over outlawed rally 


PAMPLONA, ‘Spain. Police 
battled with Basque nationalists 
yesterday in this northern Spanish 
city which authorities had virtually 
sealed off to stop a big nationalist 
rally from taking place. 

In a gunbattle with four gunmen 
near the French border, civil guards 
killed one suspected member of the 
Basque guerrilla group ETA and 
seriously wounded another. 

Police quoted the survivor as say- 
ing the two had been trying to 
reach Pamplona for the rally. 

The rally had been called by 
Basque groups wanting to celebrate 
the traditional “Aberri Eguna’ (Day 
of the Fatherland}. 

The civil governor banned the 
rally and the demonstration'’s main 
organizers — the Basque govern- 
ment-in-exile and the Basque Na- 
tionalist Party — said they had 
decided to cazcel it because of pos- 
sible violence. But leftist Basque 
groups demanded that it be held. 

Police yesterday charged repeat- 
edly into crowds of demonstrators 
demanding freedom and political 
amnesty. 

Groups ranging from several 
hundred to 1,000 gathered in central 
streets and shouted slogans. 

But hundreds of riot police fired 
rubber bullets into the crowds and 
used clubs to disperse the demons- 
trators. They injured some, arrested 


a few and confiscated the identity 
cards of many. 

Security forces stepped up their 
patrols around the border areas 
after it was learned that four ETA 
members who escaped from a Ma- 
@rid prison earlier this month had 
taken refuge in a house near the 
border. 

Rightwingers in Pamplona 
threatened retaliation against the 
demonstrators. One wall slogan, 
signed by the rightwing “guerrillas 
of Christ the King,” said: “We are 
here — Communist pigs beware!" 

Prime Minister Carlos Arias Na- 
varro was due back in Madrid from 
an Easter holiday on the Mediter- 
ranean island of Mallorca, after a 
meeting with King Juan Carlos 
there on Friday night. 

Arias told newsmen after the 
meeting he would address the na- 
tion on television before the end of 
the month to outline the govern- 
ment's programme for the forth- 
coming months, including a time- 
table for political reforms, speeded 
up in the face of growing pressure 
from the outlawed opposition. 

In Madrid, meanwhile, the first 
congress of the Socialist General 
Workers Union (UGT) to be held 
in Spain since the Civil War ended 
yesterday with a call for a re- 
public to replace the monarchy of 
King Juan Carlos. (Reuter) 


‘Men of letters and 
desperadoes’ led 
pro-Teng riots 


HONG KONG. Men of letters 
and desperadoes joined forces to 
plan and instigate Peking riots that 
led to the ouster of Teng Hsiac- 
ping, the Chinese Communist party 
newspaper, “People’s Daily,” said 
in an editorial yesterday. 

Before the April 5 rioting in the 
capital's Tien An Men Square some 
of Teng’s supporters mounted a 
mail campaign lobbying for Teng’s 
appointment as Premier following 
the death of Chou En-lai, the paper 
said. 

The editorial, entitled, “What does 
the incident at Tien An Men Square 
show?” analyzed the development 
of the incident, which it said “is 
very good material for lessons by 
negative 16." 

The incident “should serve as an 
eye-opener” for people who did 
not understand that the main tar- 
get of Mao's “continuing revolution” 
is wayward elements within the 
party, the editorial continued. 


Teng drew many and diverse sup- 
porters last summer when he was 
riding high, the party newspaper 
said. When Mao launched the cam- 
paign to criticize Teng, the paper 
said, “these elements made bitter 
cemplaints on his behalf and even 
resorted to open counter-revolu- 
tionary sabotage."

Assad risks home trouble

mining Assad's determination to 
force the ‘Lebanese to ‘find a political 
solution to their year-old civil war. 
Assad's specific target is Junblatt, 
who defied his earlier demands to 
stop fighting. 

Indeed, the danger is that the 
feuding Lebanese parties will learn 
how to live with the limited Syrian 
‘presence inside Lebanon and go on 
about the business of killing each 
other. That danger has a precedent 
in their disregard for previous 
lower-level Syrian involvement 
starting with Assad’s arming the 
left and Palestinians, down through 
his growing unease over the general 
anarchy and finally his support of 
the Christian foes of his erstwhile 
allies, 

The switch was prompted by 
Assad’s fears of a radical left-wing 
Palestinian-dominated neighbour. 

Such fears in turn reflected his 
further worry that such a state 
would drag Syria inte conflict with 
Israel when Damascus least wanted 
to fight. Assad apparently prefers 
8. Western-oriented, peaceful, stable 
state to a radical regime whose 
frontier with Israel only provides 
another source of worry with- 
out adding much to Syria's own 
potential military strength. 

But the constant raismg of the 
Syrian ante inevitably has raised 
fears there that Israel will carry 
out an abrupt preemptive strike 
designed to provide prestige for the 
Israel Army forces and Prime Min- 
ister Rabin’s government. 

The Syrians are perfectly aware 
that Israel may indeed consider it- 
self one of the rare non-losers in 
‘the Lebanese violence and thus very 
probably would intervene there only 
if Syria made the very kind of 
error Assad so far has carefully 
avoided. 4s ὸ 

He has avoided sending troops, 
much less tanks, to southern Leba- 
non facing Israel. In any case that 
portion of Lebanon is of little tacti- 
cal interest in his efforts to make 
the Lebanese behave. 

‘He has concentrated his tanks 
near his own borders, and he doubt- 
less relied on the United States to 
relay ‘his moves to Israel to avoid 
undue concern there. 

‘But what happens if Junblatt, the 
Palestinians, the Christians or any 
Gf Lebanese factions decide not to 
play ball?

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A solution for Egged 


THE LONG-AWAITED unification of the separate factions in 
Egged to form a joint management should make a solution 
of the bus cooperative’s financial crisis possible at last. An 
opposition will always torpedo attempts to impose sacrifices 
on the membership. Sharing power means sharing responsi- 


bilities. 


Egged's situation is as critical as it can be. The enterprise 
is heavily indebted, it has run out of working capital, and 
it can no longer afford to pay the members’ own wages. 
Blaming the Government is a waste of breath, seeing that 
the Government (and the public) have expressed themselves 
as ready and willing to carry the major share of re-vamping 


the firm's finances. 


But if Egged believes that outsiders will make good the 
entire deficit while the members of the cooperative continue 
to live comfortably as before, they are merely deceiving 


themselves. 


This is where internal coalition discipline becomes neces- 
sary. By contributing a little out of their own pocket, Egged 
can gain a lot out of the public purse. ᾿ 

The plan proposed by the Golomb Committee requires the 
members to sell off their bus stations, and use the money as 
working capital. But the company will go on using these bus 
stations virtually free of charge, since the rental cost will 
be covered — whether by higher fares or bigger subsidies. 
What the committee recommends in fact is that the members 
should hold IL200m. of their assets in cash instead of real 


estate. 


That will still leave a monthly operational deficit of IL8m.; 
and the committee suggests a half-and-half arrangement. If 
Egged cuts its expenses by IL4m., the Government will add 
IL4m. to its revenue, again through either higher fares or 


bigger subsidies. 


Here is the nub of the problem for the membership. To the 
extent that they cannot make further economies in personnel, 
running costs or pensions, they must agree to suffer a cut, 
probably of 5 or 6 per cent, in their monthly earnings. 

This may be difficult to do when the Alignment parties 
have just agreed to grant a 5 per cent wage increase to the 
Civil Service. But the members of Egged are their own em- 
ployers, and as employers they must be prepared to take a 
cut in earnings when necessary. Besides, it can be said that 
as many Government employees as there are members in 
Egged will be losing money also — the loss being the dif- 
ference between the wage increase they are supposed to get, 
and the specific allowance they are due to surrender. 

Anyway, Egged is a business. Once its affairs have been 
reorganized, it can start earning more again, by judicious 
improvements in productivity. It possesses a prized conces- 
sion, the right to run most of Israel's public transport. The 
new coalition management must prove itself worthy, by being 
sober, level-headed, and by cutting its coat according to its 


cloth.

A soldier in the old tradition 


DAVAR (Histadrut) says that 
General! David Elazar was one of the

His argument that the Com- 
miasion made an unfair distinction 
between the responsibility of the 
military and civilian echelons gain- 
ed widespread public support. Yet, 
his subsequent fight to rehabilitate 
self was marked by a supreme 
sense of responsibility and self- 
restraint, 
AL HAMISHMAR (Mapam) adds 
thet General Elazar was one of the 
builders of the LD.F. armoured corps 
and a major developer of its 
theory of warfare. In the Six Day 
War he headed the conquest of the 
Golan Heights, and in the Yom Kip- 
pur War he was the man who in the 


final account led the 1.D.F. to one of 
the most brilliant victories in 
history. Despite his disagreement 
with the findings of the Agranat 
Commission, he did everything to 
avoid a public controversy which 
might damage the LD.F.

mander with vast achievements to 
hfs credit.

Give Soldiers Lifts! 
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Church super-power 


The Roman Catholic Church has Jately been gaining ground in east- 
ern Europe, in Africa and Asia. However, in Italy itself the Church. 
has been losing ground with the changing structure of society there, 
writes Joseph Kraft from Rome. 


“WHEN THE POPE TALKS the 
whole world listens," Billy Grabam 
once said. This Easter the inter- 
national position of the Church is at a 
high point, and more than ever the 
word passes from this city to the 
world — ex urbe ad orbem. 

But here, at the seat of 
Catholicism, the Church has trouble: 
The Vatican can continue to con- 
solidate its international position 
only if it somehow manages to keep 
its distance from the morass of 
Ttalian polities. 

Exact measures of Church 
strength are not available, especial- 
ly since money matters are kept 
secret. But the Roman Church is 
clearly the super-power among 
religious institutions. Its work 
touches all corners of the giobe. It 
counts 700 million faithful. It has 
recently been gaining ground in 
most inhospitable climes, notably 
the Communist countries of Eastern 
Europe. An OQstpolitik has been 
developed over the past decade by 
Archbishop Augusto Casaroli, the 
Foreign Minister at the Vatican. 

In Hungary, a new primate replac- 
ing Cardinal Mindszenty has been 
named, with the state, in return, 
allowing a limited amount of reli- 
gious schooling. In Bulgaria three 
archbishops have been appointed to 
dioceses vacant for years — also in 
return for concessions on religious 
schools. 


AN EFFORT has begin to open 
ecclesiastical offices in East Ger- 
many — the most impenetrable state 
in the Communist bloc. In Poland, 


the Church is practically the official 
opposition. So many nuns and priesis 
are graduating each year from 
seminaries there that the Polish 
Church has exported nearly 8 thou- 
sand for social and missionary work. 

Most of the missionary work is be- 
ing undertaken in Africa and Asia. 
The Vatican reports evangelical 
successes in Uganda, and a not un- 
happy compromise with the new 
Communist regime in Laos. In Latin 
America (notably Brazil) and in 
parts of Western Europe (notably 
Spain), the Church is not only well- 
established, but in the forefront of 
movements for more political 
freedom. 


The U.S. and Germany are equally 
bright spots for the Vatican. They 
are the chief source of funds. 
Moreover, the Vatican seems to 
have adjusted to the notion of a free 
church in a free society. Catholic 
authorities here assert they have 
easier relations with the U.S.. where 
the separation of Courch and State 
obtains, than with. for example, 
Spain, where the state has a say in- 
the appointment of religious of- 
ficials. 

Bere in Italy, however, the Church 
has clearly been losing ground. The 
surging economic growth of the past 
20 years — the so-called Italian 
miracle — has taken its toll in 
several different ways. 

First, there has been a vast move- 
ment from the under-developed 
south to the northern cities. The 
countryside, which used to be 
dominated by the loca! priest, work- 


ing with the local lord and local! 
policeman, has been emptied out. A 
prime base for church support is no 
more. : 


FURTHERMORE, industrialization 
up north has brought vexing social 
problems in its wake. There is a huge 
shortage of houses, hospitals, good 

tation and other facilities. 
But the Church, though it (5 in large 
part a social welfare agency, ls in 
poor position to right these wrongs. 

Economic progress and mobility 
have also brought more relaxed 
standards of behaviour. One element 
in the present Italian political crisis 
is powerful feminist opposition to a 
ban on abortion, favoured by the 
Church and the ruling Christian 
Democratic Party. A cruel blow was 
struck at both those institutions two 
years ago when Italy, by a 60-40 ma- 
jority, accepted the principle of 
divorce. 

Church authorities would Uke to 
disentangle from the Christian 
Democrats. But the rise of the Com- 
munists, the probability that they 
will soon take over the area around 
Rome, not to mention the posalbility 
of their entry into the Italian Govern- 
ment, makes the Church think twice 
about withdrawing Its support from 
the Demo-Christians. 

Certainly little change is likely 
while Paul VI, now 78 and not strong, 
remains in the papal chair. But δ 
possibility is that the Church will 
strengthen its hand on Italian 
problems by naming as the next 
Pope, for the first time in centuries, 
8. non-Itallan.

In the same period, I8M system 
prices expressed in dollars in- 
creased by less than 20 per cent. This 
has meant an increase expressed in 
Israeli pounds of about 140 per cent 
to our customers. But this is still 
almost 100 per cent less than the con- 
current 280 
Israeli C.0.L. index. This clearly 
demonstrates that the linkage to the 
dollar has been advantageous to the 
customer over the long term. 

TSM has always complied with the 
Israeli price control legislation. 

We deny the Users group's charge 
that IBM has a practice of making 
arbitrary and unjustified price in- 
creases.

Eban calls for new 
elections, peace plan

‘| WASHINGTON. — Former Foreign 


Minister Abba Eban says that the 
Israeii Government should hold new 
elections before the next scheduled 
voting in December 1977, in order 
to win a broad mandate from the 
Israeli public. 

In an interview published yester- 
day in the “New York Times," 
Eban said the Israeli Government 
then should announce a bold and a 
realistic overall peace plan, enlist 
American support for it and at- 
tempt to negotiate a conclusive 
peace with the Arabs at Geneva or 
in some other international forum. 

“Time is of the essence and, un- 
happily, time is running out," he 
said. “We ought to grasp the cen- 
tral issues now amd involve the 
U.S. in resolving them, Before the 
1973 war, there were really three 
options: One could move forward 
to peace, backward to war, or mark 
time. Since 1973, the third option is 
out.” 

Eban said that the U.S. agrees 


. with Israel “on some very funda- 


mental issues, such as our legiti- 
macy, 
the balance of power. But when it 
comes to the (occupied) territories, 
the U.S. has never endorsed Israeli 
positions. 

“Nor do we have an agreement 
with the U.S. on what is meant by 
the term secure and recognized 
boundaries — that is really the 
central issue — or the definition 
of peace. These differences have to 
be resolved first, before we go to 
the negotiating table.” 

Eban said that he still does not 
support the return to the pre-1967 
lines. “But for peace, I could make 
do with a few limited changes,” he 
said. 

“They might be small in quanti- 
tative terms, but very important in 
their quality. For example, a dif- 
ference between being on top of 
the Golan Heights and down below 
might be very small, but it's very 
important. The difference between 
@ united and divided Jerusalem is 
nothing in terms of kilometrage, 
but everything in terms of having 
@ unified capital.” 


Mapam urges state probe

“Mapam will continue its years- 
long struggle for total equality of 
rights and full integration,” the 
committee resolved. 

Mapam will hold a mass rally in 
Jezreel Valley on May 1. not only 
to celebrate May Day but to pro- 
test Gush Emuzim “encroachments.” 
. In Nazareth, police yesterday re- 
fused permission for a May Day 
demonstration here by the Histad- 
rut for the same reason they re- 
fused permission for a Rakah (Com- 
Taunist) demonstration, namely that 
as May Day falls on a Saturday, 
the streets would be crowded with 
traffic.

HAIFA. The director of the 
Nazi War Crimes Documentation 
Centre, Tuvya Friedman, has ap- 
pealed to Senator Jacob Javits, to 
look Into the possibility of asking 
the Soviet Government for repara- 
tions for Jewish forced labour in 
Soviet camps in the early 1940s. 

In a letter to the Senator, he 
noted that after the Nazis signed 
the pact with the Soviets for the 
division of Poland they expelled 
500,000 Jewish refugees, who lived 
near the demarcation lines, into the 
Soviet-held part of Poland. In the 
summer of 1940, the Soviets sent 
them to labour camps until they 
were freed in January 1942, fol- 
lowing an agreement between the 
Polish gpovernment-in-exile in Lon- 
don and the Soviet government. 

The survivors are now living in 
Israel, America and Europe, Fried- 
man said, and though the Soviets 
and Poles themselves received bil- 
lions in reparations from the Ger- 
mans, these unfortunates — none of 
whom were Soviet citizens — were 
never paid for their labour.

(Rahamam 


Europe’s leaders baffled by — 


Sonnenfeldt doctrme

PARIS. Western European 
governments’ reactions to Dr. 
Henry Kissinger's “domino theo- 
ry," as applied to the dangers 
inherent in allowing Communists 
to play a. role in ruling their 
countries, have ranged from 
alarm to scepticism. 

But Burope's leaders are baffled 
by the latest doctrine to emerge 
from the State Department bear- 
ing the name of Helmut Sonnenfeldt, 
Kissinger's chief assistant. The Son- 
nenfeldt theory urges that the na- 
tions of the Soviet bloc should re- 
nounce any claim to sovereignty and 
accept their fate within the orbit 
of Moscow. : 

Although 2 full transcript of Son- 
nenfeldt’s remarks, as released lagt 
week in Washington, gives his credo 
a somewhat more sophisticated.

usually turned out to be agonizing- 
ly accurate. In 1968, he ranked 
among the few Russia watchers in 
Washington to foresee the Saviet

invasion of Czechoslovakia. 
‘Sonnenfeldt’s career has deen 
closely linked with Kissinger’s and 
his views are clearly inspired by 
those of his chief. Both are Jews 
and refugees from MHitler’s Ger- 
many. Since their first meeting 
during World War Τί, they have 
fematned in constant and close con- 

In France, there has been no of- 
ficial response to the Sonnenfeldt 
doctrine. But the French govern- 
ment has done its best since the 
arrival in office of President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing to reknit the ties 
with Nato which General de Gaulle 
broke im 1966 when he ordered 
American troops to leave France. 

While striving to avoid upsetting 
the old-school Gaulfists or trigger 
an outcry by Communist-backed 
chauvinists, Giscard has ordered 
his chiefs of staff to intensify co-.

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Samuel Belkin 
of Yeshiva U. 
dies at 64 


NEW YORE. — Dr. Samuel Belkin 
died Sunday in Albert Einstein 
College Hospital, one of the institu- 
tions he established during 32 years 
as president of Yeshiva University. 
He was 64. Belkin retired because 
of illness last September. In Octo- 
ber, he was mamed chancellor, a 
post he held at his death. He came 
to Yeshiva College as an instructor 
in Greek in 1955, the same year 
he won his doctorate at Brown 
University.

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Egyptian V-P in 
talks with Hua 


HONG KONG. China's new 
Prime Minister Hua Kuo-feng held 
the first round of talks with visiting 
Egyptian Vice-President Hosni Mu- 
barak in Peking yesterday, Radio 
Peking reported. | 

Chinese Foreign Minister Chiao 

Kuan-hua and Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Ho Ying were present at the 
talks, 
Premier Hua praised Egypt for 
abrogating its treaty of friendship 
with the Soviet Union and “un- 
masking” Moscow's expansionism 
in the Middle East. a Peking broad- 
cast reported. 

At a Peking banquet honouring 
Mubarak, 'Hua warned that the So- 
viet Union wiii use “subversion and 
sabotage to retaliate against Egypt 
for its ‘courageous and determined 
action’." 

Hua, who becam? Premier this 
month amid a turbuient campaign 
against former vice-premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping, said the antl-Teng mo- 
vement — “initiated and led" by 
Chairman Mao Tse-Tung has 
already “‘won great victories and is 
further developing in depth.” 

Egypt hopes the talks will result 
in increased military aid from China 
to fill the gap left by the cut-off 
in supplies from the Soviet Union, 
and the fact that the Egyptian 
delegation was dominated by mili- 
tary officers underscored the Cairo 
government’s desire for increased 
supplies of Chinese arms, analysts 
said. Mubarak was accompanied by 
six generals, and the minister and 


under-secretary for military pro- 
duction. 

(Moving quickly after the Soviet- 
Egyptian rift, the Chinese already 
have provided token military aid 
to the Cairo government — includ- 
ing 30 aircraft engines needed to 
overhaul Soviet-built warplanes.) 

Egyptian Premier Mamdovh Sa- 
lem said last week the Chinese had 
offered more military ald and in- 
dustrial assistance. 

China is unable to match the 
volume or sophistication of the 
military hardware previously pro- 
vided by the Soviet Union. However. 
China analysts believe the Chinese 
are prepared to make a major effort 
within the limits of their capabill- 
ties. 

In addifion to stepping up co- 
operation with other Arab coun- 
tries in military development, Egypt 
also is obtaining more arms from 
West European countries, the of- 
ficial New China News Agency said 
yesterday. This development has 
“hit hard at the Soviet Union — 
the rapacious international exploiter 
and the big munitions dealer," it 
said. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmi said today that Egypt's de- 
cision to seek closer relations with 
China was the first of its kind 
between an Arab state and the Peo- 
ple’s Republic. 

Fahmi said that Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung was expected to meet 
Mubarak during his week-long visit.

Police hold 60 for

MADRID. — Spanish police yester- 
day held 60 people in the northern 
city of Pamplona after breaking up 


Basque nationalist demonstrations May 


with rubber bullets and baton 
charges. 

Police also scoured northern Spain 
for two suspected terrorists of the 
Basque separatist movement ETA 
who escaped after 2 gunbattle with 
Civil Guards near the French border 
on Sunday. 

. One suspected ETA member was 
shot dead and another seriously 
wounded in the gunfight after four 
alleged ETA members tried to 
break through a roadblock near 
the small town of Vera de Bidas- 
soa, a few kilometres from the 
French border, police said. 

The men were trying to reach 
Pamplona for the “day of the 
fatherland" rally by the Basques. 
But plans for the rally were frus- 
trated by massive police deploy- 
ments, which sealed off the city. 

Prime Minister Carlos Arias Na- 
varro began to draft a major policy 
speech setting out how far the 
government intends to change the 
authoritarian system inherited from 
the late General Franco. 

His speech, due to be made later 
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this month, is intended to defuse 
an opposition campaign for wide- 
Spread anti-government protests on 
1. 

The Spanish state television has 
already programmed important 
football matches for that day, 
using an old Franco. technique for 
keeping prospective demonstrators 
at home. (Reuter) 


India ready to 

talk with Pakistan 
NEW DELHI. —-Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi’s government said 
yesterday it is prepared to open 
talks with Pakistan on restoring 
diplomatic relations, severed when 
the two countries went to war 
in 1971. 

The development came just four 
days after India announced it is 
sending its first ambassador in 15 
years to China, its other main 
Asian adversary. 

At the same time, U.S. Ambas- 
sador William B. Saxbe said in an 
interview that after 13 months in 
his sensitive diplomatic post here 
he sees the first signs of a thaw 
in Indo-American relations. (AP)

kill whites 


deep inside Rhodesia 


SALISBURY. — Black nationalist 
guerrillas struck deep inside Rho- 
desia on Sunday, killing three South 
African holiday-makers riding mo- 
torcycles on the country’s main road 
link with its southern neighbour. 

Security forces said yesterday the 
three men were shot near Nuanetsi, 
about 128 km. north of the Beit 
Bridge border post with South 
Africa. They had surprised a group 
of guerrillas who had held up and 
were robbing the occupants of three 
cars at dusk Sunday. The guerrillas 
opened fire on the motorcycle party 
‘but fied when an armed motorist 
drove up and began shooting at 
them. 

Police closed the 240-km. main 
road between Fort Victoria and 
Beit Bridge, and called out heli- 
‘copters and tracker patrols to hunt 
down the attackers. Rhodesia Radio 
broadcast repeated police warnings 
to Heteners to take alternative 
routes to or from Beit Bridge be- 
cause of the terrorist action. 

Border officials said thousands of 
tolidaymakers had been streaming 
vot ways during the Easter week- 
end. 


Guerrillas also detonated an ex- 
Plosive device on the Rutenga rail- 
way line — Rhodesia’s only direct 
rail link with South Africea—damag- 
ing some rails and trucks, But it 
was not clear whether the same 
group carried out both acts. 

The weekend attack was one of 
the deepest yet reported inside 
Rhodesia. Nuanetsi is about 160 km 
west of the border with Mozam- 
re- 
cently closed a large game reserve 
to tourists because of guerrilla 
activity. 

Since the start of the year, black 
nationalists of the militant i 
of the African National Council 
(ANC) have stepped up incursions 
from bases in Mozambique, launch- 
ing attacks along the entire 1,120 
km border with Rhodesia. The ANC 
militants are committed to using 
violence to set up a black majority 
government in Rhodesia. 

. The terrorist act was carried out 
by between 12 and 20 guerrillas 
armed with Soviet AK-47 rifles, ac- 


cording to one of che famities whom 
the black nationalists were trying 
ta rob on the road. 

The Holtzhausen femily of Pre- 
toria, interviewed by the Johannes- 
burg Star, said they were travel- 
ling north past Nuanetsi, when they 
were stopped at whar looked like 
a roadblock, manned by men in 
Camouflage uniforms carrying AK- 
47s and machine; 

Holtzhausen said one of the men 
pushed a gun against his chest 
and -demanded money, food, cloth- 
ing, watches and radio. 

While one of the men was talking 
to him the others were shooting 
aimlessly over the roofs of other 
parked cars, whose occupants also 
were being robbed. 

“We don’t want to kill you but 
we want to overthrow Smith's gov- 
ernment,” the man told Holtzhau- 
sen. 

Two motorcycles, each carrying 
two people — three men and 3 
woman — then stopped next to the 
Holtzhausen car. 

Suddenly, for no apparent reason, 
the men opened fire on the cyclists 
and one of them fell on the trunk 
of Holtzhausen’s car. (UPL AP)

DENVER. — aAn armed hijacker, 
who held two hostages on a private 
airplane for seven hours, was shot 
and killed by FBI agents here early 
yesterday as he boarded a jet that 
he thought would fly him to Mexico. 

Ted Rosack, spectal agent in 
charge of the Denver FBI office, 
identified the man as Roger Lentz. 
31. 

Rosack said Lentz was Involved 
in ἃ gun battle on Sunday with 
wuthorities in Grand Island, Nebras- 
kau. where he was wanted on 
charges of vehicular homicide and 
larceny. Lentz. according to the 
FSI spokesman, fled to the Grand 
Island airport. where he boarded a 
Piper plane, carrying a .22 calibre 
revolver and 2 .410 shotgun. Lentz 
then made pilot Robert Blair fly 
him to Denver. Also aboard the 
plane was mechanic Harlan Hiller, 

The plane circled Stapleton Inter- 
national Airport here as Colorado 
Gov. Richard Lamm negotiated with 
the hijacker, who demanded that 
another plane fly him to Mexico. 
The plane landed when the hijacker 
was told that a jet had been pre- 
pared for the flight to Mexico. 

The shooting took place aboard 
the jet. Neither hostage — Blair 
or Hitler —was hurt. 

Rosack reported that “the gun- 
man came up the ramp with his 
hostages, ducked into the galley, 
and when agents aboard the plane 
Froperly identified him, was shot.”

golden candlestick over the door 
of the Sanctuary. She also made a 
golden tablet on which was 
written the paragraph of the 
Suspected Adultress (Numbers 
§:11-21).'' Her older son, 
Monobaz, who succeeded King 
Izates, also ‘‘made of gold all the 
handles for the vessels used on the 
Day of Atonement." 

A Mishnaic reference to Queen 
Helena's piety appears in Nazir, 
chapter 3, verse 6, where it 
recounts how her son went to war, 
and she vowed, “If my son returns 
in safety from the war I will be a 
Nazarite for seven years." He 
returned, and she was a Nazarite 
for seyen years, after which she 
came up to the Land of Israel. 
Here the Schoo! of Hillel ruled that 
she must be a Nazarite for 
another seven years; then for a 
further again of seven 
years. An interesting footnote 
comments that ‘‘She needed to re- 
main a Nazarite for fourteen 
years only.”’ 

Other instances of Queen 
Helena’s thoughtfulness include 
her construction of a huge succah 
at. Lod, where travellers could 
rest and eat their provisions in a 


proper fashion, and where learned 
men would congregate during the 
Succoth festival. The Mishna, in 
Succah, chapter 1, verse 1, states’ 
that “If a succah is more than 
twenty cubits high it is not valid, 

but Rabbi Judah declares it 
valid."" 

He explains his reasons in the 
Tosefta, also in Succah 1:1; and in 
the Gomorrah, where he takes as 
an example Queen Helena’s suc- 
cah in Lod, which was more than 
twenty eubits (10 metres) high. 

““Why do you consider this stic- 
eah?” he was asked. ‘‘Queen 
Helena is a woman and has no 
need of a valid succah.” Rabbi 
Judah replied that she had seven 
sons who might have used it, and 
that she always consulted with the 
sages at every step. They certain- 
ly gave her correct advice on the 
building of the succah. 


QUEEN HELENA seems to have 
lived a full and honoured life in 
her palace near the Temple until 
60 CE (some sources give the date 
as 50 CE) when King Izates died 
and was succeeded by his older 
brother Monobaz. On hearing the 
news of Izate's death and of her 
older son’s succession, Helena 
“‘went to him in haste; and when 
she was come to Adiabene, she did 
not long outlive her son Izates." 
Josephus, in his “Antiquities,” 
book 20, chapter 4, verse 3, goes on 
to say that ‘‘Monobazus sent her 
bones, as well as those of Izates, to 
Jerusalem, and gave orders that 
they should be buried at the 
pyramids, which their mother had 
erected."" 

These pyramids, which were 
“three in number, and distant not 
“more than three furlongs from the 


city of Jerusalem," are thought to 
be- the majestic Tombs of the 
Kings, located at the junction of 
Nablus Road and Saladin Street. 


Although the pyramids 
themselves have disappeared. 
grand rock-cut ‘with ἢ

one of Jerusalem's best-known 
historical sites. | i 


Tt was excavated in 1850 and 
again in by French 
archaeologist F. de Saulcy. 
Among the many finds were 
several richly-—carved sar- 
cophagi, including one inscribed 
in Aramaic ‘Sara Melaka" — 
Queen Sara — the name believed 
to have been taken by Helena on 
her conversion. There seems little 
doubt that here was the burial 
vault of the Royal House of 
Adiabene. 


EVEN AFTER HELENA‘S 
DEATH the Kingdom of Adiabene 
remained an ally and friend of the 
Hebrew nation, fighting side by 
side with the Jewish forces 
against the Romans. In Josephus’ 
“Wars of the Jews," (book 2, 
chapter 19, verse 2) is a descrip- 
tion of one of the battles where 
“the Jews lost only twenty-two, of 
whom the most valued were the 
kinsmen to Monobazus, king of 
Adiabene” — a remarkable situa- 
tion in view of the fact that none of 
the thriving Jewish communities 
abroad lifted a finger to help their 
co-religionists. Neither did King 
Agrippas, secure in the com- 
parative safety of Galilee, stand 
by his fellow Jews. 


Dr. Jacob Neusner, writing 
the ‘‘Journal of Biblical 
Literature” in 1964, speculates as 
to what might have happened had 
the Jews been able to withstand 
the might of Rome. The Herodian 
dynasty would certainly have 
been ousted, and the brave, loyal 
family of King Monobaz and 
Queen Helena of Adiabene might 
well have become the Royal 
House of Judah, changing the 
whole stream of Jewish history.

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DOUBLE STANDARD 


U.S. SENATOR Jacob K. Javits is by no means the only re- 
cent visitor to Cairo to have come out with a strong impression 
of “the sincerity of President Sadat in seeking peace.” He is 
perhaps only the most fervent backer of Israel among Sadat's 
Western, and especially American, interlocutors to have re- 
corded so favourable a view of the Egyptian President. 

The Senator from New York stayed long enough with his 
host to voice disegreement with him, notably on the question 
of whether Yasser Arafat was or was not a moderate. Most of 
Sadat's Western guests — or, for that matter, his own hosts 
on his extensive tours abroad — show lesser interest in dis- 
senting from the Egyptian leader than in applauding his 
pacific intentions. Such applause, moreover, is often accom- 
panied by criticism of Israel for its supposed inflexibility on 
terms for 8 settlement. 

There is, to be sure, some solid basis for Sadat’s “good 
press" these days. He has openly disavowed the old idea of 
“driving the Jews into the sea.” He has concluded an interim 
accord with Israel which removes the threat of war for the 
next two years, and he is observing it scrupulously. He has 
cut his standing army by 30 per cent. Last, but certainly not 
least, he has broken the Soviet Union's hold over Egypt and 
is openly courting the U.S. and Western Europe. 

Such reasonableness and moderation, it is argued, deserve 
to be rewarded — not only by way of economic aid but also 
through military assistance, which is presumably a condition 
of reasonableness and moderation, and not in Egypt alone. 
Israel's voluble opposition to the military aspect of the pro- 
posed bargain is decried as a typical case of insensitivity to 
its own true interest, and to America's, 

What the critics tend to overlook is that Anwar Sadat's 
dramatic turnabout after the Yom Kippur War — and even 
the ferocious attacks on it by Arab extremists — still has 
not made him into a “man of peace.” The Egyptian President's 
notion of “peace,” widely advertised by himself, is that it 
should involve the establishment of a regime akin to the old 
armistice, except that the Gaza Strip and the West Bank would 
form an independent PLO state —. but that “normalization” 
might come in another generation at the earliest. In the mean- 
time, the threat of another surprise war remains, according to 
Sadat's own testimony, as alive as ever. : 

That this philosophy of peace should be equated with - Ia- 
rael's and sometimes even be pronounced superior to it, must 
stem in large measure from an ingrained tendency to apply 
wholly disparate criteria of judgement to Arabs and to Israelis. 
The Arabs are viewed as a force of nature, often, destructive, 
which must be appeased to be tamed. The Israelis, on the 
other hand, are seen as rational creatures, who are to be 
appraised by the highest moral standards. What the Arabs say 
they will not do, they simply cannot do; but what the Israelis 
say they will not do, they do not want to do. Sadat's readiness 


to make peace with Rabin in the next century is, therefore, 


somehow a greater accomplishment than Rabin’s readiness to 
conclude peace with Sadat now.

Syria’s motives in Lebanon

THE IDEAL GIFT BOOK 
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How South Africa sees 


its ties with Israel 


SOUTH AFRICANS have been 
astonished by the Israel-South 
Africa pact agreed to during Prime 
Minister John Vorster's visit. Widely 
welcomed in public comment, the 
details and far-ranging nature of the 
pact far exceed anything which had 
been thought might result from the 
visit. 

Some anxiety is, however, being 
expressed as to whether the 
“enigmatic é¢mbrace,"’ a5 one 
newspaper has termed it, might lead 
to an escalation of attacks on both 
South Africa and Israel. . 

The very fact that Mr. Vorster 
went to Israel came as 2 surprise. 
Not many countries in the world 
have been willing to have South 
African leaders pay official visita; 
the last one by Mr. Vorater was just 
over a year ago, to Paraguay. 

The Israeli visit, when it became 
known, received support here as be- 
ing desirable from South Africa's 
point of view, in helping the country 
to break out still further from its in- 
ternational isolation and in giving 
Mr. Vorster the opportunity to hear 
new views and to see new places. 

Afrikaaners were especially 
enthusiastic. A ‘Calvinist, deeply 
religious people, their view of Israel 
is that of the Land of the Bible. Stili 
more, they identify closely with 
Israel, seeing ἃ similarity of interest 
in two ‘White’ nations, at the head 
and foot of the: African continent, 
waging lonely fights for survival 
against overwhelming Black 
numbers supported by international 
Communism. They believe that they 
— and Israel — are misunderstood by 
the world and are the victims of 
betrayal by those who should be 
their friends. 

With all this, the announcement of 
the economic, scientific and In- 
dustrial pact and the creation of an 


inter-Cabinet committee, revealing 
an undreamt-of degree of coopera- 
tlon and friendship, was startling. 


AMONG WHITES, there has been a 
warm response cutting across 
political and language Hnes. Predic- 
tably, the Government-supporting 
newspapers have been more lyrical 
im their acceptance and praise than 
their EnglishJenguage counter- 
parts, paying full tribute to Mr. 
Vorster for his “personal triumph.” 

Even while congratuiating Mr. 
Vorster on the pact, the English 
papers have tended to voice their 
concern that it could backfire, in- 
flaming the enemies of both South 
Africa, and Israel to greater efforts 
against them. It is noted that the 
deal between the two countries helps 
to “whitewash” apartheid, and it is 
wondered what powerful incentives 
encouraged the association when so 
many ostensible disadvantages, par- 
ticularly to Israel, could flow from it. 

‘The answers seen here are, on the 
one hand, that the common desire 
for survival has dictated the course 
of action followed by both South 
Africa and Israel, and on the other 
hand, the hope is expressed that 
Israel will use the economic 
leverage offered by the pact to seek 
to persuade South Africa to change 
its racially discriminatory ways. 

The worries about the troubles the 
pact could trigger off have also been 
considered by some Afrikaans 
papers. But the conclusion is that 
both South Africa and Israel will 
gain from their association, will 
become stronger. and hence will be 
in a better position to stand up to 
their respective enemies. 

The South African Jewish com- 
munity, speaking through its 
Jeaders, has no reservations about 
the matter.

An engineer among politicians 


AVRAHAM (‘‘Abrasha'' to his 
numerous friends) Shechterman, an 
engineer by profession, keeps his 
fingers crossed. This is by way of 
bolstering his hope that his fellow 
Knesset Members will not much 
longer block the creation of a 
ministerial Central Energy Agency. 

Shechterman, a Likud stalwart, is 
a long-time champion of the idea. He 
has addressed the Knesset twice 
within the past year on this subject. 
He has a private member's bill ail 
written out, ready to be tabled at any 
moment. The trouble is that 
something always happens at the 
last moment which makes a delay 
obligatory. Either the Alignment de- 
cides that it will have none of the bill 
or when the Prime Minister finally 
nods his assent, regulations limiting 
the number of private bills interfere. 

The complexities of the political 
game sometimes drive him to dis- 
traction. Although a loyal party 
member, Shechterman is a man of 
direct action. He joined the 
Revisionist Party, the forerunner of 
Herut, while still a student at Tel 
Aviv's Herzliya Gymnasium in the 
1920's. In fact he decided to join In 
after a talk with Dr. Baruch Ben 
Yehuda, a teacher of mathematics 
who was very popular with young 
people of idealistic bent. ‘But the 
arguments which: prompted other 
pupils of Ben Yehuda to form a kib- 
butz society, induced me to try an op- 
posite course,"" Shechterman 
recalls. 

He rose to some eminence in the 
party, but mainly as a defender of 
public causes, not as a political 


manipulator. Hé was the chief in-“ 


stigator of pubile outcry over 
Autocars, when he headed the 
Knesset committee which dealt with 
that matter. Ag the Opposition leader 
in the Tel Aviv municipal council] he 
proved to be a regular thorn at the 
side of the then Mayor Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz. Shechterman elaima 
personal credit for the preservation 
of Old Jaffa — he is still the chair: 
man of the public company which 
manages this artist stronghold.

Sir, — I wish to comroend Tamara 
Rose for her letter about the Israel 
Museum (March 24). 

As a working guide, I have occa- 
sion to visit the Museum more often 
than moat people. While I admire the 
Museum, support it, contribute more 
money to it than I have to, and in 
every way think it a commendabie 
institution, I believe that the 
Museum's facilities for the han- 
dicapped are scandalous, 

Once I guided a group of han- 
dicapped people. There were 12 of 
them, 6 In wheelchairs. Of all the 
places we visited in a 10-day tour, 
including Hebron, Massada and 
Belvoir, the Museum proved the 
most difficult. It's not just the main 
staircase — though that’s quite an 
obstacle for people hauling 
wheelchal But between every 
level and sub-level, every pavillion 
and area, there are a few steps — 
just a few — but enough to make the 
most willing despair. Even the gar: 
den area under the trees outside has 
a broken-flagstone entranceway -- 
you can't even push a wheelchair un- 
der the treea, let alone wheel it 
yourself. 

It may he that the main stairway 
requires a lift, and that casts money. 
But the many small staircases 
between exhibition levels require 
nothing more than two boards to 
make a ramp, and this, for some 
reason, the Museum has refused to 
install. 

The Museum is a public institu- 
tion, devoted to the entire house of 
Israel, and supported by it. It is 
irresponsible and immoral for the 
Museum to be “off limits” to the 


handicapped.

Beersheba Hapoel owe 8 con- 
siderable debt to their goalkeeper, 
Ronnie Moskowitz, for the two 
points won in Petah Tikva, The 
home side did most of the attack- 
ing, but it was an owm goal by 
Petah Tikva defender David Offen- 
heim In the 70th minute which gave 
Beersheba Hapoel the edge. 

Jerusalem EBetar took the lead

Says they ‘acted responsibly’ over Lebanon 


WASHINGTON. — President Ford 
has praised Syria and Israel for 
showing restraint in the Lebanese 
crisis, and said their conduct will 
help improve overall peace prospects 
in the Middle East. 

He expressed his opinions in an 
imterview here earlier this week 
with Texas editors in which he also 
lashed out at former California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan for opposing 
negotiations with Panama on 2 new 
treaty covering the Panama Canal.

Talks on ‘humanizing’ warfare 


GENEVA. — Experts from more 
than 150 countries began talks yes- 
terday to modernize and supple~ 
ment the 1949 Geneva Conventions 
on warfare and ensure humane 
treatment for war victims. 

The negotiations will deal with 
several politically sensitive fasues 
to draw up moral codes of conduct 
for international ‘civil wars, includ- 
ing guerrilla wars. 

About half the new protocols’ 140 
articles, to be added to the 400 
articles of the existing Conventions, 
have already been approved in prin- 
ciple at previous meetings. 

Delegates must mow agree on 


such controversial points as allow- 
ing guerrilies and other armed dis- 
sidents in civil wars the same sta- 
tus as conventional prisoners-of- 
war. Conference working papers 
stress that this treatment of cap- 
tured guerrillas would not in any 
way amount to legal recognition of 
their movements. 

The protocol articles would not 
apply to isolated and sporadic acts 
of violence. To get convention pro- 
tection, the guerrilla forces would 
have to be under responsible com- 
manders and control enough. ter- 
ritory to give them a regular base.

She was not allow- 
ed to see either the body or any 
of her son’s personal belongings 
and was given only three rings, in- 
‘luding his wedding ring, which he 
wore at the time of his execution. 

Alexander Aaronson was execu- 
ted last December after the Iragis 
claimed he had been an Israeli spy 
ettached to the Kurdish forces. The 
Tragis also claimed Aaronson was 
an Israeli citizen, although he had 
only lived for a short time in Israel

The painting in Amsterdam's 
Rijksmuseum received 15 cuts and 
scratches caused by de Rijk, who 
had a long history of psychological 
disturbance. The painting went on 
display last month for the first 
time since its restoration.

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ACTION ON WAGES 


IN TRYING to placate everybody over civil service wages, 
the Alignment has, as usual, satisfied nobody. It is deviating 
from the Barkai Committee's report (which it had undertaken 
to apply intact) in two respects. Instead of freezing ‘salaries, 
it is offering a 5 per cent increase, spread over two years; 
and instead of abolishing the specific allowance by October, 
it proposes to eliminate that as well over a two-year period. 

The wage increase antagonises no one except those who 
keep an anxious eye on the statistics of Israel's economic per- 
formance. But the delay in abolishing the allowance has anta- 
gonised the 42,000 civil servants who do not get it. Having 
been denied for three years something that 18,000 of their 
colleagues are receiving for mo good reason, they are in- 
furiated that this disparity is going to continue, in whole or 
in part, for another two years. 

If the Government abolishes the allowance in six months, 
it will face the hostility of one group, the 18,000 who already 
get it; if im two years, it will face a labour dispute with 
both groups — with the whole civil service, in fact. It would 
be better, by all accounts, to settle for the lesser evil. That 
decision would have the additional advantage of being closer 
to the recommendations of the Barkai Committee, which the 
Government and the Histadrut had committed themselves 
beforehand to apply without change. 

It is easy to understand the great commotion stirred among 
civil servants over the matter of the allowance; but under 
Israel's present circumstances, it is hard to sympathise with 
them. Holland's Social Affairs Minister, Dr. Jacob Boersma, tells 
this paper in an interview on another page that the workers 
in his country have been subject to a wage freeze since last 
year, and will be taking a wage cut this year. Inflation in 
Israel is running at over three times the Dutch rate, yet here 
snlatien are going up, both in the private and the public sec- 

rs. 

In defence, spokesmen of the contentious civil servants ex- 
plain that they feel hard done by because only this allowance 
of theirs is threatened, while other people’s allowances go 
untouched. They suggest that all allowances in the country 
should go by the board, theirs and everybody else's, leaving 
only the basic wage and the cost-of-living increment. 

This challenge to established practice ought to be taken up 
by the authorities. The Barkai report advocates making a 
general review of wages in all the public services, A com- 
mittee should be appointed to do that straightaway, and it 
apould be asked to submit its recommendations by an early 

It is perfectly true that inequalities exist in the wage 
structure, which cry out for redress. Up to now there have 
only been upward adjustments, and more of these will doubt- 
Jess be required in the future. The abolition of the specific 
allowance in the civil service is the first example of a down- 
ward adjustment. 

It is a precedent for making downward adjustments else- 
where, among those occupations (in ports, banks, airlines and 
other public utilities) where a combination of trade union 
power and management malleability has resulted in benefits 
which no objective process of job analysis and evaluation 
could possibly justify.

The ‘good of the children’ 
in a divorce case 


THE YUNDEFF CASE has dis- 
appeared from the pages of the press 
and faded from the minds of the 
public. But it still continues to oc- 
cupy the attention of the legal world. 


In the latest edition of ‘‘Hedei 
Din,” the organ of the Tel Aviv 
Chamber of Advocates, the lawyers 
who represented both sides expound 
on their tive viewpoints with 
obvious sincerity and a common 
desire to protect and respect the 
prestige of the Supreme Court and 
the sacrosanctity of the rule of law. 


Without going into details about 
the personal aspects of the case, the 
gist of the claim of Mrs. Yundeff's 
lawyers (which, from the facts, 
would appear to be justified) is that 
the German court paid but perfunc- 
tory attention to the question of the 
good of the Yundeff children when it 
ordered them to be restored to the 
temporary custady of their father 


until the divorce proceedings | 


between their parents, and the ques- 
tion of their own permanent custody, 
were finalized. 


‘These lawyers imply further that 
our own Supreme Court, sitting as 
the High Court of Justice, paid no 
more than lip service to the 
children's welfare in proceedings 
which lasted no more than an hour, 
during which Mrs. Yundeff was not 
examined on her declaration, the 
social workers and a prominent 
American psychologist were not 
questioned on the expert opinions 
they had submitted and no reply was 
required from Mr. Yundeff's 
lawyer; and which culminated in a 
decision, ordering the children to be 
returned to Germany, handed down 
on the spot. 

The only reference to the good of 
the children in that decision was a 
reiteration of the German court's 
brief and casual declaration that 
contact with both parents was im- 
portant for the development of a 
child. Furthermore, in the opinion of 
Mrs. Yundeff’s lawyers, the High 
Court, during the later unfortunate 
developments in the case, may have 
inadvertently allowed itself to place 
its own prestige and the Inviolabllity 
of its orders over and above the in- 
trinsic welfare of the Yundeff 
children 


The Yundeff case raised 
emotions and stirred na- 
tional conflicts for weeks. 
Now, months later, Doris 
Lankin reflects on the 
court decisions, and sug- 
gests how such conflicts 
might be dealt with by 
the judges in future. 


MRS. YUNDEFF'S LAWYERS con- 
clude their case with an impassioned 
plea for e solution, within the 
framework of the rule of law. to the 
question of whether there should not 
be some means of reviewing 
decisions of the supreme judicial 
body in the land, tnstead of having to 
bow blindly to them in al! cir- 
cumstances, suggesting, with all due 
respect, that there ought to be a 
system of checks and balances in 
order to counteract occasional 
lapses from what the Exgush call 
“judicial temperance” on the part 
of our highest judictary. 

Mr. Yundeff's lawyer, on the other 
hand, puts up a spirited defence of 
the High Court's decision. After 
maintaining that they had by no 
means ignored the welfare of the 
Yundeff children, he concentrates 
mainly on the rival aspect of the 
case: the necessity to respect and 
enforce the decisions of forefgn 
courts within the framework of the 
comity of nations — which was the 
main principle by which the High 
Court had been guided. 

After reading all the relevant 
material and the well-considered 
opinions of the three lawyers in- 
volved (two representing Mrs. 
Yundeff and one Mr. Yundeff) one is 
left with the uncomfortable feeling 
that justice may well have been done 
by the High Court of Justice but that 
it waa not manifestly seen to have 
been done, as demanded by the weil- 
known English maxim. 

It does not worry me excessively 
that justice may not be seen to have 
been done by the general public, as 


reflected in the media. For the 
general public knows only those 
facts which are fed to them and is 
moved by emotions rather than legal 
concepts. But it does concern me 
that people to whom all the facts 
were available, and who have a keen 
appreciation of the niceties of law, 
should have been left with the im- 
pression that an injustice has been 
done to the Yundeff children becauze 
of the High Court’s summary handl- 
ing of the question of their welfare. 


A HIGHLY RESPECTED and 
prestigious retired Supreme Court 


justice (Justice Kister) suggested in |. 


a recent interview with The 
Jerusaiem Posi, that mattera of 
custody of children should not be 
determined by the High Court, under 
the out-dated and anachronistic 
cloak of habeas corpus but should be 
brought before the more appropriate 
forum of the District Court. This 
may well be so, but this solution does 
not provide for other occasions, 
however few and far between, where 
justice may not manifestly be seen to 
have been done by the Supreme 
Court. 

Our judges are only human, with 
differences of opinion not only on 
questions of ethics and justice, but 
even on questions of law. And itisno 
secret that one three-man bench 
may decide an issue quite differently 
from another three-man bench. One 
might suggest that greater use he 
made of the system of augmented 
benches of five, or even more, judges 
in matters of importance and sen- 
sitivity, since less is left to the 
chance and fortuitous composition of 
the bench when at least half of the 
Supreme Court judges occupy it at 
one time. 

It might, however, be even better 
to broaden the present system of 
further hearings so as to encompass 
actual appeals before the full com- 
plement of 11 justices against 
Supreme Court judgments, in excep- 
tional, well-defined instances. 

The prestige of our judicial.system 
is too precious a commodity to allow. 
it to be tarnished by even the faintest 
shadow of doubt as to the justice of 
High Court decisichs, and any 
measure which might remove any 
such possible doubt could only serve 
the great cause of the rule of law.

His 
grandfather, Isaak Osirovitch 
Radin, was the personal physician to 
the Czar Alexander III and one of the 
first Jews to be given permission to 
live in Moscow. Apart from curing 
human beings Dr. Radin was also 
successful with’ sick animals. He 
cured a white elephant which the 
Negus Negesti of Abyssinia had sent 
as a gift to the Czar. For this feat he 
wag given the title of "Honoured 
Member of the Russian State and 
honoured citizen of the City of 
Moscow until the seventh 
generation," was decorated with the 
Order of St. Wladimir and also 
received a cash present. Dr. Radin 
led three expeditions to Siberia to 
combat the disease of brucellosis 
and was the first man in Russia to 
prepare an insurance law for 
animals. The doctor-veterinarian is 
buried in Moscow‘s Jewish cemetery 
between the painter Isaac Levitan 
and Dr, Ollenstein, hero of one of the 
battles in the Russo-Japanese War. 
His wite was ἃ descendant of the 
famous Rabbi of Bachrach, about 
whom Heine wrote a famous poem.
